Over 230 farmers were present 
at a meeting sponsored by the Vul¬ 
can Board of Trade in the I.O.O.F. 
Hall Monday afternoon, when five 
ofllcials of the Dominion Income 
Tax office at Calgary were present 
to explain the new farmers’ in¬ 
come tax forms and assist farmers 
In their Income tax problems. 

The Calgary offiicials present 
were Mr. Alan Patterson. Assistant 
Director of Income Tax; Mr. Mor- 
rlee, Chief Assessor, Farmers In¬ 
come Tax Returns; Mr. Duffle, As¬ 
sistant Assessor, Farmers Income 
Tax Returns; Mr. Campbell and 
Mr. Barton. 

M. R. Morrison, president of the 
Board of Trade, presided at the 
meeting and the general purpose 
of the meeting was explained by 
Mr. Patterson. Mr. Duffie followed 
Mr. Patterson and gave a full ex¬ 
planation of the use of the Guide 
Book and also the details of the 
Farmers Income Tax Forms, point¬ 
ing out that practically the same 
information is required from farm-. 
ers in all parts of the country, and 
that all business firms or individ¬ 
uals are required to submit state¬ 
ments of assets and liabilities. 

A one and a half hour question 
perldd was handled by Mr. Mor¬ 
tice, with much helpful inform¬ 
ation resulting. Objections to the 
new form were based mainly on 
its complexity and the net worth 
statement. 

Following the general question 
period each representative of the 
department conferred with smaller 
groups or with individuals to give 
specific information or other as¬ 
sistance and this proved most help¬ 
ful in straightening out Individual 
difficulties. 

Resolutions 

The following resolutions were 
passed by the meeting: 

That the Government be asked 
to have the net worth statement 
on page 5 of the' farmers’ forms 
eliminated. 

That exemptions for married 
persons be raised to $3000 and for 
single persons to $1500. 

That all medical, hospital and 
nursing fees should be allowed as 
deductable, regardless of the min¬ 
imum of 4% of net income, now in 
effect.

WAGES AND VALUES 

TN the world of today labor unions and such organ- 
izations seem to be banded together for the 
main abjective of higher pay. This is a great period 
for consolidation of groups of the same vocational 
lines, because it is recognized that unorganized labor 
and services are quite powerless to make an impres¬ 
sion. There are doubtless many other worthy objec¬ 
tives to which these unions and associated bodies are 
dedicated. They do speak of standards required be¬ 
fore an applicant may become eligible for member¬ 
ship. But when it is all bolted down, the main pur¬ 


pose in consolidating strength seems to be for 
higher rates of pay. At least that is how it appears 
to the onlooker. - . 

' Now in the world of tomorrow there may be a new 
vision. These unions and associations may have 
achieved their monetary objectives, and may turn 
attention to an equally important issue. Are they 
giving value to the public for the price which they 
put upon their time and services It wilt be a hap¬ 
pier and a healthier day when workers in every class 
of society are as earnestly concerned with giving 
full value as with getting their fair remuneration. 

It would not be fair nor true to suggest that the 
dominating purpose of today is to get as much as 
possible for as little service as possible. In the world 
of craftsmen and of the professions, there are many 
to whom monetary returns take second place. Their, 
main thought is to do a masterly job. They work 
primarily for joy and pride in their task. No rise or 
fall in wages would affect the quality of their work. 

But there are also many others who are without 
this high ideal of service. They have no inherent 
urge for any specific occupational line. They drift 
into one job or another for the money that is in it, 
and this is fully evident in their work. This unfor¬ 
tunate trehd has perhaps been stimulated by the ob- 
normal demand created in war years. In pre-war 
years there was all too little chance for the most 
able and earnest. But under labor shortage the pen¬ 
dulum has swung to am equally harmful other ex¬ 
treme, and there have been work for everyone, how¬ 
ever careless or incapable he or she may be.

(Experimental Farms News) 

Does it make sense to plan ro¬ 
tations or summer fallow on val¬ 
uable land to clean out weeds and 
then contaminate the fields again 
by sowing dirty seed? Many do 
just that. Apparently they delib¬ 
erately plant weeds. 
f Of course no one Is so thoughless 
as to do such a thing without a 
cause. Everyone would like to 
have clean seed to sow. What then 
Is the reason 7 Tt simply is that it 
is troublesome and creates some 
expense to have clean seed so many 
do hot bother. Perhaps It is be¬ 
cause they think the problem is 
greater than It really Is, says A. 
E. Palmer, Superintendent, Dom¬ 
inion Experimental Station, Leth¬ 
bridge. Alta. 

A consideration of methods for 
obtaining cleah seed may clarify 
the situation. The surest way is 
to grow a crop free of weeds. Far¬ 
mers do this by selecting land that 
is reasonably clean and then by ro¬ 
tation or fallowing and by well 


if the farm fanning mill is used 
and there is no danger of intro¬ 
ducing weeds not already on the 
farm. 

The wise practice then is to grow 
seed as clean as possible and pre¬ 
pare it for seeding by putting it 
through a licensed cleaning plant 
of a farm cleaner but never take a 
chance of contamination by having 
cleaning done In an Improperly 
equipped plant.

Where the seed block method 
has not been Used, it may be pos¬ 
sible to select clean areas in tho 
main fields, which can be har>, 
vested .separately. There are few 
farms, especially where large acre¬ 
ages are grown, where this cannot 
be done. 

If a supply of clean seed has 
not been provided, the problem is 
to clean the seed. Even where 
weeds are not present it usually is 
necessary to take out the straw 
knd chaff to facilitate seeding. 

A common practice in many 
grain growing areas is to have the 
seed grain cleaned in the local 
grain elevator. This is a simple ex¬ 
pedient but dangerous as most el¬ 
evators are equipped only for 
cleaning grain for commercial pur¬ 
poses. The machines, bins and 
spouts cannot be properly cleaned 
between lots'of grain so it Is quite 
probable that a farmer, having his 
grain cleaned at an elevator, may 
have weed seed and .grain var¬ 
ieties from lots preceding his, mix¬ 
ed with what he thinks of as his 
clean seed. He may take home bad 
weeds that he did not have before 
on his farm. Almost always, it is 
better not to clean seed at all 
than to put It through an Improp¬ 
erly cquip|>ed public cleaner? 

Licensed seed cleaning plants 
Overcome this danger of contam¬ 
ination by haying equipment that 
is easily cleaned hnd trained op¬ 
erators who are careful to clean 
the plant between each lot of seed. 
Where a licehsed. carefully oper¬ 
ated cleaning plant Is available, the 
problem of ckanlng deed is simple 
and more such plants are peeded. 

Where a satisfactory custom 
(leaning plant is not available, 
farm cleaners are desirable. Usual¬ 
ly a farmer does not care to put 
in the expensive machinery nec¬ 
essary to take out all weed seed 
but if he has used care in pro¬ 
ducing clean seed as suggested, he 
can prepare the seed for planting 
with inexpensive equipment and 
most of the weeds may be removed 
even from dirty seed. At least much 
fewer weed seeds will be planted
